WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—An ap- 
plication for an immediate loan of 
$1,080,000 for unpaid teachers’ sal- 
aries and other obligations of the 
state for whith no appropriations are 
presently available was filed with the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
today in behalf of the state of Geor- 


gia. - 

The application was filed by Law- 
rence Camp, state attorney-general, 
and W. K. Meadow, assistant attor- 
ney-general, who came to Washington 
today for that purpose. 

In addition to the specific applica- 
tion for $1,080,000 the two state of- 
ficials served notice on the finance 
corporation that Georgia expected to 
ask for its full quota of the $300,000,- 
OOO special relief fund provided by 
congress for the individual states. Un- 
der the terms of the act no state can 
berruw more than 15 per cent, or 
$45,000,000 of the fund. Mr. Camp 
and Mr. Meadow explained that Geor- 
gia, in all probability. would not re- 
quire and would not request aeloan of 
thé full $45.000.000 but said that 
pending a determination of the state’s 
négds the corporation had been for- 
mally notified that the state: would 
seek the entire amount. ‘This was 
done, it was explained, simply as a 
precautionary measure, in order that 
the state would be on record as one 
of the first to apply for loans. Thus, 
in a way, it might be said that the 
state today went through the formal- 
ity of cael ying for a loan of $45,000,- 
000, subject to a revision of the fig- 
ure later when it is found more def- 
initely what the state will be able to 
use. 

At the moment fhe Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation has not reached 
a perfected state of organization 
where it is prepared to take up for 
immediate consideration all loans that 
will be sought under the $300,000,000 
relief fund. Still, the two Georgia 
officials, desiring the state’s applica- 
tion to have a preferred position, de- 
cided to serve for formal notice an 
application for loan to be filed later. 

‘Already, in fact, some 13 states 
have filed applications similar to that 
of Georgid. The board just had its 
full meeting today following the re- 
cent appointment by the president of 
two new members. By thé middle or 
Jatter part of the week, the board, it 
was announced, expects to begin the 
task of apportioning the fund among 
the various states. No basis for ap- 
portioning has yet been arrived at, but 
Mr. Camp and Mr. Meadow gained 
the impression it would revolve around 
population figures as reflected in the 
last national census. 

Obviously, if all of the 48 states 
should ask for the limit of their bor- 
rowing capacity under the act, the 

800.000,000 fund would be exhaust- 
ed by less than a dozen of the com- 
monwealths. leaving the others with- 
out aid. It is apparent, therefore, 
that the board will take steps through 
regulations to see that all have an

Council consideration of the addi- 
tional fund of $1,500,000 for additions 
and renovations to schools and $500,- 
000 to match a similar request from 
Fulton county for relief of destitution 
was amicable, no fight being made on 
either of the proposals. 

Longino told Mayor Key earlier in 
the day that he will recommend that 
the sewer modernization plan be giv- 
en first place in importance in county 
petitions, and Key agreed to the 
$500,000 fund for immediate emer- 
gency relief. The county finance head 
also told Key that the county will 
co-operate with every available facility 
to “relieve the intolerable condition 
in the basin of Peachtree creek even 
if no money becomes available for 
such work from the .petitions te the 
federal government.” 

The onl¥ outstanding debate of the 
ecyuncil meeting came when Council- 
man John A. White, of the fourth 
ward, presented an ordinance to bar 
municipal employes from serving -as 
members of the city democratic com- 
mittee. Alderman J. Charlie Murpby, 
Alderman G. Everett Millican and 
Councilman H. Parks Rust attacked 
the procedure, 

Sent. to Committee. 

When White countered with an as- 
sertion that it “is reprehensible for 
employes to get $25 a day to manage 
an election while being on the pay roll 
of the city.” Murphy asserted: 

“We have -done many things more 
reprehensible. One of them was to go 
to north Georgia to get a chairman 
of the Grady board of trustees. You 
see, Mr. White, I have little regard 
for a tax dodger.” 

The measure was sent to the ordi- 
nance committee for a hearing and a 
report. Another White proposal to 
elect all department heads by council 
and to permit council to fix all sal- 
aries was sent to the charter revision 
committee, headed by Alderman Alvin 
L. Richards. 

White’s ordinance relating to de- 
partment heads also would abolish the 
provision that police and fire depart- 
ment chiefs hold their jobs for life. 
He told’ council that “provision has 
eost citizens of Atlanta at least $30,- 
000 since I can remember.” 

Council turned down a petition of 
J. C. Whitlock to lease Taft hall at 
the city auditorium for a “taxi- 
dance,” by a vote of 29 against to 5 
for. Millican attacked the proposal, 
asserting it “is a crying shame to 
barter girls for 5 cents a dance,” and 
Councilman Joseph E. Berman hit at 
it by asserting that such a procedure 
would prevent bringing of real artists 
to Atlanta because the noise would 
preclude a reasonable “audition.” 

Alderman Millican launched an at- 
tack on an ordinance passed at coun- 
cil’s last session providing a penalty 
for using milk bottles for anything 
but milk and also setting up a milk 


bottle exchange. He sought to repeal 


the ordinance and offered his measure 
with the backing of 22 other council 
members. It went to the sanitary 
committee, proponent of the original 
ordinance, for a hearing.

FLARES IN WAKE 
OF GERMAN VOTING 


Observers Believe Semi- 
Victorious Nazis May 


Be Forced to Join in| 


Coalition With Foes. 


BERLIN, Aug. 1.—(4)—Post-elec- 
tion riots resulted in four deaths and 
numerous lesser casualties today as all 
Germany waited for Adolf Hitler, 
whose bid for absolute power was 
spurned by the voters yesterday, to 
decide whether he will join in the gov- 
ernment or fight it.

Every indication is that the cabinet 
is remaining aloof from party bicker- 
ings about the pros and cons of coali- 
tion government. The ministers have 
nianned to take a week's vacation 
preparctory to convening the new 
reichstag late in August. 

At the beginning of the session the 
¢ vernment will present its program 
and probably will put the question of 
coalition government squarely before 
the m__sbers. 

Numerous political observers are 
predicting that Hitler's national so- 
cialists will join with the centrists of 
Dr. Heinrich Bruening, with the cen- 
ter serving as the leavening influence 
in the combination. Neithe: party had 
indicated tonight that coalition negoti-| ? 
ations wer: under wa-. 

In the new -reichsta~ the belance of 
power is held by the centrists and 
their allies of the Pavarian people's 
party. who have 97 seats in a total of 
607. Yesterday's election gave 230 to 
the Nazis, 133 to the socialists, 80 
to the communists, 37 to the national- 
ists, 7 to the populists, 4 to the Christ- 
jan socialists, 2 to the economic party, 
2 to the agricultural alliance, 2 to 
the farmers federation, 2 to the state's 
party, and 2 te the farmers’ party.

Twenty-Four Injured as 
Explosion Rocks Fash- 


ionable Ritz Tower.

“NEW ‘YORK, Aug. 1.—(4)—Seven 
firemen lost their lives today in two 
terrific. explosions that trapped them 
as~they fought a blaze-in the sub- 
basement of the fashionable Ritz-Tow- 
er hotel, which rises 41 stories above 
Park avenue and Fifty-seventh street. 
An eighth fireman was reported dying 
and 24 other persons, 10 of them civil- 
ians, suffered injuries in varying de- 
gree. 


Thirty firemen were in the base- 
ment, fighting flames in a.paint shop, 
when the first explosion occurred just 
before 11 a. m. Only nine of these 
were able to escape. The second blast 
followed almost immediately. 

Debris was hurled 50 feet into the 
air through a sidewalk elevator open- 
ing. The windows of a large jewelry 
store directly above were blown out 
and gems worth . fortune were scat- 
tered. Plaster fell from the ceilings 
of the hotel’s’ lower floors. The neigh- 
borhood a block arouiud was shaken. 

Policemen maintaining firelines, 
firemen standing outside, and others 
were stunned, There was a pause as 
men tried to gather their senses, then 
arac against death, Firemen plunged 
into rolling smoke after: their com- 
rades. Deadly gas fumes drove them 
back. 

Sirens screamed with the arrival of 
police and fire resctie squads and gas 
company inhalator trucks. Glass- 
strewn Fifty-seveyth. street became 
the scene of confusion. Ambulances 
bumped over water-swelled hose, stop- 
ped and waited for men wearing gas 
masks to drag out unconscious ric- 
tims, some of them horribly burned. 
Two dead lay on the ‘sidewalk to be 
identified by fellow firemen.

BOLIVIA REJECTS 
PLEA FOR PEACE 
PARAGUAY ARMS 


Darkening Clouds of War 
Gather Swiftly Over 
Disputed Territory’ of 
Gran Chaco. 


By the Associated Press. 
War clouds darkened last night 
tri- 
angular jungle between Bolivia and 
Paraguay, which has embroiled the 
two nations in a bitter dispute. 

Mobilization of all the forces of 
Paraguay was authorized by the con- 
gress of that country and the govern 
ment prepared to eali army and navy 
reserves to arms. : 

At the same time the Bolivian ‘gov- 
ernment declared its determination to 
settle the dispute finally, by force if 
necessary. 

Bolivia rejected neutral proposals 
for an investigation of clashes with 
Paraguay in Chaco since June 15, 
whch brought about the present hos- 
tilitiies, 

Paraguay laid the controversy be 
fore the League of Nations in a note 
to the League council, charging Bo 
livia with having violated Articles 10 
and 11 ‘of the League covenant by 
attacking Paraguayan forts. These 
articles bind members of the League, 
which includes Bolivia and Paraguay, 
to respect the territorial integrity of 
cach other and provide for League 
convideration of war or threat of war. 

League officials at Geneva are 
watching the developments closely, 
but have taken no action beyond send- 
ing a note to each country taking 
cognizance of the situation and al- 
luding to the conciliatory endeavors 
of neutral nations. es

ihat Argentina had propoed that it, 
Brazil, Chile and Peru adopt a reso-

It is a fairly safe conjecture, in 
view of Britain's position that pref- 
erential rates do her i 
good if based on upward revision of 
tariffs, that Canada wil give British 
manufacturers an advantage wherever 
possible by scaling down the duties 
on empire goods rather than by add- 
ing to the tariffs against United 
States and other non-British products.

NEW THREAT TO U. 8. TRADE 
SEEN IN FRENCH TARIFFS 


PARIS, Aug. 1.—(UP)—American 
businessmen were xlarmed tonight by 
a series of measures which the French 
government has taken and which, de- 
spite the negotiations for a new com. 
mercial treaty. are considered inju- 
rious to United States trade. 

The official journal announced a 
Franco-Belginn convention reducing 
the French imports turnover tax on 
Belgian goods. It becomes effective 


today. providing that Belgian goods|- 


shall pay a two per cent ad valorem 
imports tax on semi-finished and fin- 
ished products. 

The former tax. which the United 
States and other countries will con- 
tinue to pay. is four per cent on 
semi-finished goods and six per cent 
on finished goods. 

Commercial authorities said this 
margin would enable Belgium to utn- 
derse]] American manufactured prod- 
ucts as the United States prices al- 
ready are “rock bottom.” They be- 
lieve it will kill the American exports 
of copper articles to France, a‘ total 
of $36,000,000 ‘in 1929, and some $12,- 
000.000 less in 1930. 

It also will injure American exports 
of automotive accessories, office equip- 
ment and leather goods. 

American businessmen hope the 
United States will seek to retaliate. as 
Belgium secured this convention by 
imposing a similar turnover tax on 
French goods.

RINGGOLD, Aung. 1.—In his effort 
to go to the United States senate be- 
fore he completes a two-year term as 
chief executive of Georgia Governor 
Richard B. Russell Jr. has the ‘active 
aid of “the best oiled, gassed and 
greased political machine known in 


the history of the state,” Congressman 
Charies R. Crisp,.opposing candidate, 
charged in an address here today be- 
fore voters of five counties. 

“IT have no paid workers in this 
campaign and I do not expect to have 
any,” Congressman Crisp said, “be- 
cause [ haven’t the money to pay 
them, There is no one going over the 
state for me and drawing pay for 
public service from the state of Geer- 
gia at the same time. L am _ putting 
my campaign and fate in the hands of 
my friends in the various counties.” 

Congressman Malcom C. Tarver, of 
Dalton, introduced his colleague to an 
audience composed of Catoosa, Whit- 
field, Murray, Dade and Walker coun- 
ties. 

“I: know he is not the tool of any 
power company or any other special 
interest,” Tarver said. “He is my be- 
loved colleague in congress in whom 
all Géorgia should be proud. 

Tarver Praises Service. 

“During the last session of con- 
gress,” Tarver continued, “many. bills 
were introduced to bring relief from 
the present economic conditions. Ail 
congressmen except those thinking of 
their own political fortunes had to 
vote as eonscience dictated.”

THE ROOSEVELT SPEECH. 

The speech with which Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt opened his 
drive for the presidency is as bold 
in declaration and as fucid in ex- 
pression as the platform on which 
he will run. 

There is no straddling, no equiv- 


ocation, no beating around. the bush | 


on controversial issues. In sharp 
contrast to the utterances of repub- 
lican spokesmen, the speech takes 
definite and unmistakable stand on 
the outstanding issues around which 
the campaign will be waged. 

In naming the economic situation 
as the paramount issue of the cam- 
paign, Governor Roosevelt boldly 
declares that relief measures lim- 
ited to the amelioration of present 
conditions are not sufficient, but 
that “it must be made more diffi- 
cult for a depression to happen in 
the future; it must be made impos- 
sible for its indefensible féatures to 
show themselves again.” 

To that end he advocates “a dras- 
tic change in economic and govern- 
mental policies,” and promises to 
speak more fully in future concern- 
ing. ‘the necessary revision of some 
of our institutions.” 

The stand of the democratic can- 
didate is a pledge to the people of 
the country that in the event of the 
party's success there will be an end 
to favoritism of special interests, to 
the dumping of hundreds of millions 
of dollars of worthless securities 
upon the innocent investors of the 
country and to the governmental at- 
titude which has permitted the loot- 
ing of the people of their savings 
while tax burdens were being piled 
on at a rate never before known 
during peace times. 

Governor Roosevelt urges more 
businesslike operation of govern- 
ment in calling for a cessation of 
the governmental borrowing which, 
under republican administration, 
has piled up the huge deficit now 
faced. This, he holds, can be ac- 
“complished by a courageous re- 
versal of republican policies and by 
the realization,that “not only must 
government income meet prospec- 
tive expenditures, but the income 
must be sécured on the principle 
of ability to pay.” 

While firmly opposing any further 
reduction of reparations, Governor 
Roosevelt points out that we must 
“make it possible for the nations in- 
debted to us to pay through the 
reduction of the tariff walls erected 
by the republican congress. He 
takes the positidn that— 

Trade barriers of all kinds ought to 
be lowered—not by rule of thumb, but 
with due regard to safety and justice 
—lowered, nevertheless, as quickly 
and as definitely as possible. Tolicy 
needs to be dominated by the realities 
we discover and by the national pur- 
poses we seek. This tariff policy. how- 
' ever, cannot be separated from our 
other relations with foreign countries. 
The whole thing ties in tegether.

HITLER FAILS OF THE MARK. 

Unquestionably it is better, for 
the peace and economic. balance of 
the world that in Sunday’s elections 
Adoiph Hitler failed of his mark of 
complete control of the German 
government. 

Had he been successful, as he 
confidently predicted he would be, in 
securing a majority of the reichstag 
it would have meant the immediate 
overthrow of the present “neutral” 
cabinet and the institution of a gov- 
ernment with Hitler as its dominat- 
ing figure. 

In that event the ‘nationalist’ 
policies-ot Hitler and his nazis would 
almost certainly have resulted in a 
clash of some sort with France, and 
a resultant undoing of all. that has 
been accomplished towards bring- 
ing order out of the governmental 
and economic chaos on the con- 
tinent- , 

The outstanding issues in the 
campaign, which was marked by fre- 
quent outbreaks of rioting, were 
Hitler’s bold stroke for dominance 
and the threat to the Weimar con- 
Stitution had either Hitler or the 
forces of General von Sleicher, rec- 
Ognized as the real power behind 
the present government, been suc- 
cessful. 

With the nazis making gains in 
the reichstag which will give them 
only a little more than a third of 
the total votes, it is probable that 
Von Papen will continue as head 
of the present cabinet. 

In this event, the effect on the 
economic situation in Germany will 
be similar to that*felt in the United 
States when congress, having com- 
pleted its tax and relief program, 
brought its long session to an end. 

The business of the country, with 
the removal of the uncertainty of 
what to expect from congress, was 
able to lay plans for a revival of 
business—a revival which, accord- 
ing to numerous signs, has already 
set in. 

So, in all likelihood, it will be in 
Germany, now that the country is 
relieved of the threat of a radical 
overturn in governmental policies. 
With a strong possibility that the 
present independent cabinet Will:re- 
main in power, the country’s indus- 
try, commerce and finance are cer- 
tain to evidence an increasingly 
stronger tone.

Everywhere, 
I met representatives of scientific 
missions from Germany, America, 
Britain, Holland, France, the Scan- 
dinavian countries, yes, and today 1 
met even with a group of savants 
from Spain. 

These men told me that they were 
amazed at the-amount of serious and 
significant research work going on in 
the laboratories of this country. No- 
where, they said, had they seen such 
unstinted government support for 
science as here. ‘Phe, psychiatric in- 
stitutes, for instance, draw observers 
from all over the world. Such hospi- 
tals and clinics. as are built here sim- 
ply make you stand perplexed. I know

Health Talks

The large veins in the thorax and 


abdomen hold perhaps a pint of blood. 
The blood in these veins is shut off 
from that in the ve'ns of the legs by 
valves, likewise from the veins of the 
arms and che veins of the neck and 
head, the valves pr.venting backflow 
of the blood after it has come through 
the veins to the great veins in the 
thorax and abdomen. 

Besides valves, a pump must have 
provision for lowering pressure upon 
the fluid to be pumped or for increas- 
ing pressure upon it. In this case it is 
lowering pressure, and the pressure 
within the thorax is lowered when you 
draw in breath. 

With this lowering of intrathoracic 
pressure during the act of inspiration 
there is a suction effect exerted upon 
the great veins, so that more blood 
is drawn into them from the blood 
in the veins of the limbs, head and 
neck. Not only that, but there is also 
a suction which tends to draw the 
blood from the abdominal veins into 
the thoracic veins and the right’ side 
of the heart. This effe: is aided by 
the increase of pressure within the 
abdomen ‘y the downward push of 
the diaphragm in the act of inspira- 
tion or drawing in air.

Many politicians 
ave been accused of refusing to carry 
out their party pledges after election, 
but Governor Roosevelt and his party 
have got a running start by refusing 
to carry out their pledges when the 
matter was put up to them before the 
election.” 

The call for all democratic state 
chairmen to come to New York within 
the next month was issued by James 
A. Farley, national chairman. 

His fe conference idea is as 
unusual as his plan of dispensing 
with regional headquarters and plac- 
ing on the shoulders of these same 
state leaders the full responsibility of 
winning their sections for Roosevelt.

It is too bad that tennis is such a polite game from 
the players’ standpoint. The tennis fans are not polite 
at all. The French have adopted the American national 
cheer, which is ‘“‘Boo.”? But the players must be polite 
and shake hands whether they mean it or not. 
Hence Mr. Wilmer Allison, although he no doubt felt the

‘same sense of outraged justice which permeated the sweater- 
covered chest of Joe Jacobs, did not rush to a convenient micro-

The squawk rarely does any good. Perhaps that is 
why it has been left unamended in the constitution of 
these United States.

RISKO DEFEATS 
TUFFY GRIFFITHS 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 1.—(?) 
Johnny Risko, Cleveland heavyweight, 
won a 12-round decision from Tuffy 
Griffiths, of Chicago, tonight before 
7,000 spectators in the municipal sta- 
dium. 

Risko, the “rubber man,” carried 
the fight to the former Sioux City, 
Iowa, boy in the early rounds and so 
dazed Griffiths, he had difficulty find- 
ing his corner during the intermis- 
sions. 

Despite the apparent advantage 
Risko, whom Griffiths had defeated 
in three previous encounters, thus en- 
joyed, Griffiths fought the Cleveland 
heavyweight on fairly even terms. It 
was not until the final three rounds 
that Risko piled up his winning ad- 
vantage. 

Risko centered much of his attack 
on Griffiths’ body, Tuffy retaliating 
with a facial attack. As early as the 
second round the heat of Risko’s body 
attack commenced to tell, Griffiths 
“+ ppg for a neutral corner at the 
ell. 

There were no knockdowns but 
Griffiths in the fourth sent a hard 
right to Risko’s jaw that twirled the 
“rubber man” around. Risko smiling- 
ly eame back for more, only to be 
shaken by another hard right to the 
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new Olympic standards in four events. 
It brought the total of new Olympic track and field records up to nine 


for only two days of competition. 


Although the United States gained 
its first major objective in winning 
the 100-meter crown for the first time 
since Charley Paddock captured it in 
1920, and more than doubled its team 
total of points, the Irish Free State’s 
flag twice flew to the Olympic victory 
staffhead to give old Erin more than 
an ordinary share of honors. 

Dr. Patrick O'Callaghan, the 245- 
pound Irish giant, gave the big crowd 
a thrill by winning the hammer throw 
for the second straight Olympiad, with 
a throw of 176 feet 11 1-8 inches, on 
his final trial. 

TISDALL WINS. 

His youthful countryman, Robert 
Tisdall, an Oxford student, romped to 
a sensational victory over the 400- 
meter hurdles. : 

Tisdall experienced the unique sen- 
sation of being crowned werid cham- 
pion, but at the same time being de- 
prived of a new world record of 51.8 
seconds because he knocked over the 
last hurdle in his victorious journey. A 
stride behind him came the young 
American southerner, Glenn Hardin, 
who was timed in 52 seconds flat, and 
forthwith credited with a new Olym- 
pic mark besides equalling the world 
record. Right behind him was the 
man who set the world record, Mor- 
gan Taylor of the United States, and 
Lord David Burghley, of England, the 
1928 Olympic champion. 

Percy Williams, the slim Canadian 
who startled the world by scampering 
off with the double Olympic sprint 
honors in 1928, also was dethroned as 
America’s best dash men had their big- 
gest day since pre-war Olympic times. 

SIMPSON BEATEN. 

The United States took three of the 
first four places in the 100-meter final 
as George Simpson, the former Ohio 
State star, failed by a narrow margin 
to overhaul Arthur Jonath, German 
favorite, who took third place. 

The South African, Dan Joubert, 
and Japan’s game little sprinter, 
Yoshioka, finished fifth and sixth to 
complete the sprinting cast but over 
the last 50 meters of the route it was 
merely a question of whether Tolan 
or Metcalfe would win. 

Tolan, who had lowgred the Olym- 
pie record the day before to 10.4 sec- 
onds, got off to a better start than 
Metcalfe, but the rangy Marquette 
negro was coming like a black thun- 
derbolt at the close, nue 

As both flew past. the judges, it 
seemed to many Metcalfe had shoved 
his chest in front, though there were 
plenty, too, who thought Tolan was 
ahead, 

ALL CONFUSED. 

It looked like Metcalfe to the Amer- 
ican head coach, Lawson Robertson, 
and Tolan himself apparently thought 
he had lost as he ran over to con- 
gratulate Metcalfe. Meanwhile the 
official announcer cast his voice in 
Metcalfe’s favor and the big crowd 
was stunned momentarily to silence 
when Tolan was finally proclaimed 
the winner by the officials. It was 
belived only the pictures would show 
exactly what happened. The judges 
viewed them at a private showing 
tonight. : 

Jonath and Simpson, in third and 
fourth places, were clearly beaten off 
but, even so, there was not much 
more than a generous yard separatl- 
ing the first four. 

As a result of collecting 18 points 
alone, in the 100 meters, plus scatter- 
ed places in the hammer throw, and 
400 meter hurdles, the United States 
boosted its two-day total of points to 
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58 for the men’s track and field 
championships. Ireland meanwhile 
moved into second place, with 20 
points contributed by its two winners. | 
displacing Finland, which wound up) 
the second day with 16. Canada, Po- 
land and Germany had 10 each, 
AMERICANS QUALIFY. 

All three Americans qualified in the 
3,000 meter steeplechase trial heats, 
in which the Olympic record twice 
was broken. Tom Evanston, of Great 
Britain trotted in just ahead of Wal- 
ter Pritchard, American collegian, to 
cut the mark to 9:18.8; then the 
sturdy Finnish ace, Volmari Iso-Hollo 
galloped over the jumps to lead the 
other two Americans, Joe McCluskey 
and Glen Dawson, and post a new 
record of 9:14.6. 

For the second straight day, in the 
women’s track and field competition, 
the feminine contingent demonstrated 
how to dispose of world records com- 
pletely. On the heels of “Babe” Did- 
rickson’s performance for the United 
States in the javelin yesterday, Stella 
Wash, the Cleveland girl competing 
for Poland, lowered the women’s 100- 
meter record to 11.9 seconds. In fact 
she touched this time twice, in her 
first trial and then the semi-finals, 
to remove the former world mark of 
12 seconds, credited to Myrtle Cook, 
of Canada, and Tolina Schuurman, of 
Holland. 

FLYING GIRLS. 

Miss Walsh—Stanislawa Walasie- 
wicz on the program—easily proved 
the best of the flying feminine con- 
tingent.

IMPROVEMENT NOTED

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—-(/)— 
The department of agriculture report- 
ed today the agricultural situation ap- 
peared less discouraging than a month 
ago, with “a number of changes that 
may mean the steady decline in. farm 
prices has been checked.” 

“The general landslide of prices ap- 
pears at least to have leveled ont for 
a few weeks,” J. Clyde Marquis, of 
the bureau of agricultural economics, 
said, using the department's August 1 
survey as a guide.
